held by the Democnits. 

However, the New Dealers retain 
majorities in both Houses, and con- 
trot in more than half the State ad- 
ministrations, through = Governor- 
ships. 

President Roosevelt, receivng re- 
ports of the results at Hyde Park 
refused to make any comment, but 
Mr. Herbert Hoover said: “The Re= 
publicans ure now in a. position to 
restore faith in the American.”

IN THE COURSE of cr 


LONDON, Nov. 9. 
iticising the Government in 


the resumed debate on the King’s Speech to-day, Sir 
Stafford Cripps asserted that the Chinese people were in 


no way a conquered people yet. 


It would take, even if it ever 
happened, many years for Japan 
to conquer China, but in the 
King’s Speech there was no 
reference whatever to, or any 
suggestion of, policy. 

There wos no sympathetic refer- 
ence to China’s sufferings, or to give 
assistance to those people Britain had 
deserted under the most solemn treaty 
ob)imations. . 

“We don't even offer them pieces 
of silver’, added Sir Stafford. 

He said that another curlous omis- 
sion from the speech was Govern- 
ment's attitude with’ respect ta 
colonies, 

A. demand had been made for: the 
return of Germin colonies. He 
would Hike to know whether the 
Government's attitude was the same 
how as t yeur ORO, , 

He was sure the House, and the 
country, would welcome a precise 
statement of policy, as they could 
then ascertain the purpose for the 
armaments which were being built in 
increasing quantitles. Were these 
armaments to protect the whole of 
the Empire, or only those parts not 
demanded from um by the dictators? 


TOKYO PLAN REPUDIATED 


Mr. R. A, Butler, Under-Sceretary 
for Forelgn Affairs, declared that he 
could not recognise Government's 
forelgn policy’ in the extraordinary 
description given by Slr Stafford 
Cripps. 

He added that there had deen pro- 
nouncements recently in Tokyo re- 
karding the formation of an economic 
and political bloc comprising Japan, 
Manchukuo and China, 

“IT would like to say," said Mr, 
Butler, “that Britaln’s position in this

WOUNDED MAN WHO 
“GRINNED AT ME” 


Sentence of four years’ penal sere 
vitude was passed at the Old Balley 
recently on Richard Harrison Henri- 
ques, 24. the coloured engincering 
student, who fred three shots In 
Clerkenwell pollce court on Septem- 
ber 5. 

Henriques wan found not guilty of 
attempted murder, but quilty. of 
wounding Oladipo Moore with intent 
to do grievous bodily harm. He was 
also found guilty of shooting at two 
other men with a similar intent, and 
of possessing a pistol with infent to 
endanger life. 

After the verdict had been given 
Div, Det.-[nsp. Hatton said that 
when Henriques was It months ald 
he lost the sight of one cye in an 
aecident, Since then he had been 
subject to uncontrolinble fits of tem- 
per. In 1936 he drew a revolver to 
shoot # man at Kingston, Jamalea. 

Dr. Grierson, Medical OMcer of 
Brixton Prison, sfd-« that he con- 
sidered Henriques Insane. 

Mr. Justice Hawke: I must treat 
him os sane, If what you have sald 
1p true he will be certified in prisor. 


“INSULTED AND SLANDERED” 


Opening the case for the prosecus 
ton’ Mr. ‘ A. Byrne said that Hen- 
riques went into the witness-box at 
Clerkenwell to sive evidence against 
three men whom he had summoned 
for nssault. The magistrate dis- 
missed the summons, and, Imrocdt- 
ately Henriques drew an automatic 
pislul from his pocket and fired ut 
the three men, F 

One shot passed through 4 board 
being used ~ by the warrant-officer 
just as he was whiting the word 
“dismissed” Another pierced — the 
door of the solicitors’ box; the third 
went through a partition at the back 
of the solicitors’ box and then en- 
tered Moore's Jeg. 

Seized by the police, Henriques 
struggled violently and tried to ges 
his hand In his raincoat pocket, ta 
which was a truncheon fitted with 
three blades, and 17 cartridges. 

In a statement made by Henriques 
he sald he came from Jamaica 20 
months ago, and went into lodgings 
which were frequented by West 
Africans. Moore and the other two 
men insulted and standered him, anc 
he decided to summon them.

Warning to Dealers Of 
Second-Hand Goods 


RECEIVING CHARGES 


Admitting that he had burgled two 
houses and stolen two cash registers, 
a man named Wong Chung, 22, un- 
employed, testifled before Mr..K, M. 
A. Barnett at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterday in two receiving 
charges against n man named Yik 
Ki, 45, shop-keeper of Canton Road. 


Wong was convicted, but not sen- 
tenced, on two counts of burglary in 
another Court of the sare Magis- 
tracy yesterday morning. Det.- 
Sergeant C, Mottram called upon 
him to testify in the case against 
Yik in the afternoon. 


In evidence Wong said that he had 
pleaded guilty to two charges of 
urglary in which he was accused 
of having stolen two National cash 
registers. After he hnd stolen one 
of the registers, about 4 a.m. . one 
morning, from a shop in Nathan 
Road he hired a ricksha and tool 
the register to the vicinity of the 
Alhambra Theatre. .There, he hid 
the register hy the lane behind the 
Theatre ‘until about 6 a.m, the next 


day when he took it ‘to Yilk’s estab- 
lishment to sell. He asked Yik for 
$22, but finally sold it for $16. He, 
stole the second register. from the 
Sun Sun restaurant in Nathan Road 
und this too he sold to Yiic for $16, 
Answering Mr, Barnett, Wong said 
thant he had told Yile, on being ask 
ed, that the registers were his pro- 
perty and that he was selling them 
because they were old models, He 
would be surprised to hear that the 
registers had only been bought a 
few days before he stole them.

Falling Population 


R. GRACE LEYBOURNE, 4: statis- 

ticlin of special authority, after 
a detalled Investigation of the figures, 
has calculated that a definite decline 
In the English population will berin 
in 1M41. By 1951 the population will 
have fallen from 40,500,000 to 39,- 
500,000, By 1075 it will have been 
halved and will fall to 19,000,000. 

This calculation assumes that fer- 
tillty willtcontinue at its present level, 
There are experts who regard that as 
an optimistic assumptlon, Dr, Enid 
Charles, another statistician of dis- 
tinction, calculates that if the rate of 
fertility should continue to fall as it 
is at present doing, a century hence 
the population of England will have 
shrunk to only 4,426,000, 

Thiy would be about half the popu- 
lation of Greater London to-day. It 
fs an alarming Mgure, and were it 
verified, it would mean the fall of 
the British Empire. 


Peculiar Decline | 


ik will naturally be asked whether 
falth can be placed in-such calcula- 
flons. The answer is that the stitis- 
ticlans of the world are jin tolerably 
close agreement. Moreover, there is 
the fuet that-in. 192 calculations of 
the probable population.{n 1931 were 
made in the Registrar-General's ofice 
for non-oMcial use. When the 1031 
Census Returns were available, the 
error in the estimates was only 0.13 
per centi—a negligible amount. 


The decline in population Is not go- 
ing to be peculiar to Great Britain, 
though in her case it threatens to be 
more marked nnd much more danger- 
ous than {n other countries. The 
whole civilised world 1s affected. In 
France, the low birth-rate has for 
fifty years been causing. anxiety, and 
there a drop in population from 42,- 
000,000 to 39,000,000 is anticipated’ by 
1980, the decline setting in next year.

other was that the Tingechuu year 
(1937) happened to be the 60th year 
of the founding of the Kuk which 
took pluce in the Mo-Yin year 
(1878); a stone tablet containing a 
brief history of the Kuk was crect- 
ed in memory of the anniversary. 
As we were fortunate enough to be 
on the Committee that year, we 
shall never forget these two very 
happy events,- 


The Year's Work 

T now. beg to report on the work 
of the Kuk. All ca sent to us 
were handled with due justice by 
the Commitice. Most of the causes 
were in connection with registered 
or unregistered mui-tsai; next were 
the cases concerning children who 
were kidnapped = or who had lost 
their way; and finally cases concern- 
ing quarrels between husbands and 
wives, family troubles, traMeking in 
humin beings, marriage disputes, 
women and girls who had been in- 
tercepted while going aboard or 
had attempted to commit suicide 
hnd been saved, adopted daughters 
who had been il-treated, sly pros 
titutes who had been arrested, wives 
who had seeretly run away = from 
thelr husbands, and children who 
had been placed under our care 
pending the discharge from prison of 
thelr guardians. 

As regards mut-tsai and 
ped children, or children 
lost thelr way, we made enquiries 
for their relatives; to ‘take them 
back. In cases where the relatives 
could not be: located, we selected 
Susbands for them at their wishes, 
found work for them, sent them to 
the Snlvation Army Home to be 
educated, or requested people to ac~ 
cept them and bring them up. Our 
tum was to get everyone of them 
n home in which to settle down. 

An old woman, Chan Sui-ching, 
who had nobody to rely on for sup- 
port was;sent to the Kuk after hav- 
ing been’ saved from attempting to 
drown herself, We recommended 
her to the Sceretarint for Chinese 
Affalrs for the grant of a pension 
allowance of $5 mo thly from the 
Brewin Fund. 

There was. kept at the Kul a boy, 
Wong Ah-hel, age 12, who was des- 
titute; We requested the Secretariat 
for Chinese Affairs to send him to 
the Aberdeen Industrinl School to 
be ucated. His food expenses 
$60 for’ full year at the School 
were subscribed by the Committee. 

In cases of family troubles we did 

. our best to bring to reason the 
parties concerned and. to effect 0 
peaceful settlement, In other mat- 
ters we adhered to the principle of 
preservation of virtue, took all cir- 
cumstances into consideration, and 
tricd always to fulfil our dutles.

HEAVY EXPENSES 


Number of Inmates Breaks 
All Records 


In his report, Mr, Chan Kam-po 
sald: 

It is a great honour to us that 
we are invited here to-day by your 
Excellency and, thus enabled to pro- 
ft by your instructions, 

My colleagues and I were chosen 
to serve on the Committee of the 
Po Leung Kuk for the present year, 
We took over the management and 
assumed duties on April 11. Lack- 
ing in abillt, nd virtue we have 
always been-coutious, lest we should 
make serious mistake! Tt ts now 
seven montis since we took over, 
and fortunately, blessed with your 
Excellency's kindness, coupled with 
the guldance of the Hon. Colonial 
Sceretury, the Hon. Secretary for 
Chincse Affairs, the Hon. Chinese 
representatives on the Councils and 
members of the Board of Perman- 
ent Direction, and the help of Dr. 
ond Mrs. S, W. Tso, Mrs. M. K. Lo 
and Colonel Dowbiggin, we strive 
on and manage to follow the proper 
path, Examining ourselves we find 
we hove not been able to accom- 
plish much; we are glad however 
that we hove been carrying on our 
work smoothly. : 

I respectfully beg to. mention for 
your information some of the Im- 
portant matters with which we 
dealt whilst handlng the affairs of 
the Kuk during the past ‘seven 
months. Last year the number of 
inmates of the Kuk at Its lowest 
was from 50-60 and at Its highest 
from 90-100 per day. After we 
took over the management the num- 
ber gradually increased, the aver- 
nge being round nbout 200 and the 
maximum 220, breaking all previous 
records, . Consequently the Kuk’s 
expenses were very heavy, and also 
the sanitation called for closer at- 
tention and care. 


Sanitary Precautions 


With regard to the IJatter, the

Further, 
with the average number of inmates 
of the Kuk more than doubled, the 
monthly expenses on fMrewvod rice, 
meat, fash, lard, vexetables and 
other things were greatly ine ‘ased. 
Originally the Kuk had 10. fron 
beds, und to these $8 more of vari- 
cus sizes were added complete wita 
mats, blankets, mintois, pillows, and 
bed clothes ctc., but in spite of this 
there has been a ‘shortage of beds 
on very many occasions. In addi- 
tlon over 600 new jackets and trou- 
sers made of native cloth, 160 pairs 
of slippers and 60 dozen large and 
amall tuwels were supplied, and a 
new room Was built for stering col 
and firewood. Medical supplics for 
the dispensary, travelling expenses 
Incurred by the inmates to and from 
hospital or In ‘connection with the 
hearing of their cases, water charges 
and otiier mibcelluncous expenses 
cost more than double the amount 
of former years. We duly reported 
the facts to the Hon. Sceretary for 
Chinese Affaira who: very kindly re- 
quested the Government to make an 
additional grant of a large sum im 
order to help us, and we Gre grate- 
ful for Government's opproval the 
grant for the sum of $10,000 to us 
for supporting the Kuk during the 
year ending December 31, 1938. 

As I am affad | have already 
wasted much of your valuable’ time, 
pleuse permit me to defer to a Inat- 
er date my account of the rest of 
the Kuk’'s netivities. 

My colleagues and I are not com-

evidently preparing the craft for 
a speedy departure. Their first 
impulse was to go abonrd and 
search the craft, but, upon fur- 
ther consideration, they thought 
it would be better to get permis- 
sion from the potty mandarin of 
the place. This worthy, upon 
matters being explained to ‘him, 
readily consented to their re- 
quest, and accompanicd them to 
the beached arate However, no 
sooner had they gone on board 
and had commenced to examine 
some of the cheats and wreck- 
age, than trouble began. ‘About 
600 ‘Tanke’ bontmen appeared 
from apparently’ nowhere in 
particular, and angrily  gesti- 
culating, surrounded Parker and 
hig two companions. Hot words 
were exchanged, and Parker 
with fists clenched attempted to 
force an opening through the 
excited crowd, A riot ensued, 
and the mandarin with the 
greatest difficulty succeeded in 
vetting the young foreigner to 
his house. In the meanwhile, 
the boatmen having contented 
themselves with beating up one 
of the Chinese who had accom- 
panied Parker on his foelhardly 
errand, cooled down sufliciently 
to despatch one of their number 
in hot haste together with the 
tci-pO, or “local constable” of the 
place to Hongkong in order to 
lay a complaint with — the 
authorities about the “outrage- 
ous conduct of this ‘barbarian’ 
who attempted to carry out it 
bold piracy in broad daylight.” 
The Wongkony police were 
frankly -non-plussed at the re- 
port at first, but subsequently 
learning that Mr.. Parker had 
left for Ping Chau early that 
morning, ‘they decided — that 


something was amiss, and Mr. ; 


D._R. Caldwell, the official inter- 
preter, was ordered to take the 
police boat, and proceed to the 
island as speedily as possible. 
When-he arrived there, he found 
Mr. Parker a veritable refugee 
in the house of the mandarin, 
which was surrounded by a 
dense crowd of Tanka fisherfolk. 
The mandarin when questioned 
about the affair claimed that a 
piracy indeed had been at- 
tempted, and in the end nineteen 
suspects including Parker were 
taken back to Hongkong. In 
the Magistrate’s Court, Mr. 
Parker's version of the story 
was “proved? but the flood of 
rumours: which surged through 
the Colony did not prove any too 
favourable to his reputation as 
a Government official and prac- 
ticing barrister. Although he 
made a newspaper statement of 
his connection with the‘ matter, 
it did not assist him to regain 
his former prestige, and he felt 
that it might be best to retire 
from the Colony for a while, 
until the whole unfortunate 
affair should blow over. Accord- 
ingly, on September 29, 1849, 
having arranged that ° his 
brother should assume his of- 
ficial, appointments with the 
Jocal Government, he left the 
Colony for California. This 
was actually the last that was 
ever heard of him; for the vessel 
in which he was travelling, the 
Amoy Packet, foundered in a 
typhoon 2 few daya out..of 
Hongkong. Such was the sad 
end of the career of this talented 
individual who through the 
amazing caprice of fate sealed 
his own doom.

It needs to 
be finely crumbled, and re-bound 
with a little milk, frult juice, or egg. 
The same treatment-to 4 plain cake 
avill mate a nice luncheon sweet, if 
It be baked in a shallow tin lined 
with pastry.

Fruit cakes keep longer 
than plain ones, but the llves of both 
van be prolonged if kept wrapped ‘In 
greaseproof paper. Nothing drics a 
cake more than exposure to the air, 
so-when your meal fs over, always 
put your cakes back at once into their 
tin.

The communique states that the 
Japanese troops advancing along 
the railway reached Tsengyang, 
from where the Chinese troops 
have been withdrawn towards 
the south after fierce fighting. 

Twenty-one Japanese phines re- 
lensed 100 bombs on Hengshan ot 11 
o'clock: yesterdny morning, destroy- 
ing large areas within tha city walls, 
und ‘starting mony fires. 

Chinese reports place the number of 
people killed at 200, and still larger 
numbers wounded, 

The large casualty list is attributed 
to the fact hat many of the Inhabitants 
were trapped beneath collapsing 
houses, or were subsequently burned 
to death. 

A report states that Chinese. troops 
have abandoned Tsaoshih on the 
Hankow-Iehang highway, in order to

TAKING PART IN the House of Commons debate 
to-day, Mr. David Lloyd-George, after pleading for more 
light on how the Government was going to attain peace,

WOUNDED MAN WHO

Sentence of four years’ penal sei- 
vitude was passed at the Old Baileys!

ques, 24. the coloured engineering 
student, who fired three shots in 
Clerkenwell police court on Septem- 
ber 5. 

Henriques was found not guilty ot 
attempted murder, but guilty of 
wounding: Oladipo Moore with intent 
to do pirievous bodily harm, He was 
also found guilty of shootings at two 
other men with a similar mtent, and 
of possessing a pistol with intent to 
endangter Hle. | 
. After the verdict had been given 
Div. Det. Hatton said that 
when Henriques was 11 months old 
he lost the sight of one eye in an 
accident. Since then he had been 
subject to uncontrollable fits af tem- 
per. In 1936 be drew va revalver to 
shoot a man at Kingston, Jamaica. 

Dr. Grierson, Medital Officer of 
Brixton Prison, said that he con- 
sidered Henriques Insane. 

Mr. Justice Hawke: I must treat 
him as sane. If what you have salt 
is true he will be certified in prison. 


“INSULTED AND SLANDERED” 


Opening the case for the prosecu- 
tlon, Mr. &. A. Byrne said that Hen- 
riques went into the witness-box at 
Clerkenwell to give evidence against 
three men whom be had summoned 
for assault. The magistrate dis- 
mi { the summons, and imrocdi- 
ately Henriques drew an automatic 
pistol from his pocket and fired st 
the three men. < 

One shot passed through a board 
beings used by the warrant-oficer 
just us he was writing the’ word 
“dismissed.” Another pierced — the 
door of the solicitors’ box; the third 
went through a partition at the back 
of the solicitors’ box und then en- 
tered Moore's leg. 

Seized by the police, Henriques 
ptrtay ed violéntly and tried to get 
his hand in his raincoat pocket, ia 
which was a truncheon fitted with 
three. blades, and 17 cartridges. 

1 statement mude by Henriques 

said he came from Jamaica 20 
months ago, and went into lodgings 
which were frequented by West 
Africans, Moore and the other two 
men insulted and slandered him, ane 
he decided to summon them. 

“When FE heard the magistrate dis- 
miss the summons," the — alleged 
statement continued, “I could stand 
it no lonrer. I fired at the three and 
was arrested.” 

STREET INCIDENT 


Henriques, in the witness-box, re- 
peated that he. had been insulted by 
Moore und his two companions, 
Alakija and Coker. 

On one occasion, he sald, 
molested him in the road. 

“He used such Innguage to me as 
would cause » worm to squirm, I 
would have flogged him, but Moore 
went to-his assistance. Then Coker 
and I were arrested. I was humlll- 
ated.” : 

Describing the scene in court, 
Henriques said that as soon us the 
summons was dismissed Moore 
“grinned at me in 2 most taunting 
manner, after wrecking my Hfe." 

The pistol he had taken round 
Soho the night before for protection 
and had forgotten to remove st from 
his pocket. He alsa carried the 
truncheon for protection. 


“TORTURED FOR MONTHS” 


“I drew the pistol," he added, 
“and, without thinking, I did whut 
could not be helped. I had been 
suffering, torture fur months and I 
could not contro) myself." :

BIGGER 
CROPS AND 
APPETITES 


By L, F. EASTERBROOK 


Tho annual report of the Potato 
Marketing Board, published recently, 
shows how much the potato growers, 


{at any rate, have to gain from this 


system of collective security. 

For, despite a very diMcult season, 
when supplies exceeded 4,000,000 
tons for the first time since 1934, 
und when the freak weather of Inst 
spring causcd a serious falling off in 
demand throughout March, prices, 
although about 35s. per ton lower 
than in the previous year, kept re- 
marknbly stendy untit the middle of 
April. 

After that they shot up about 70s. 
per ton for three weeks and ended 
In June at about Inst year’s level. 
The lower prices have meant that 
consumers could buy = on an 
average 7b, of potntoes in the past 
sMison for about 6%d., compared 
with 714d. the year before. 

It is Interesting to note that al- 
though national production was 
244,000 tons greater In 1938 than in 
1937 the stocks in hand lost June 
(71,000 tons) were 14,000 tons fewer 
than In June, 1937. 

So the increased supply has been 
brought into consumption. 

SPAIN A BUYER 

When frowers were tumbling; over 
one another to sell in the carly part 
of the past season, the Board stepped 
in to steady the market and offered 
lo buy at na guaranteed price. * 

Altogether they bought 26,850 
tons, of which they sold 4,931 tons 
to Spain,_ , 

The remainder was released’ in 
May, and helped to keep down the 
steep rise In prices that would have 
been even greater had these potatoes 
not been available for release rt that 
time. 

TELL-TALE PRICE GRAPHS 

It has not been a rosy yeur for 
frowers, and it proves that even or- 
ganisation under a Marketing Board 
cannot entirely insulate them against 
the results of supplies In excess of 
requirements, especially since the 
Board has no control over sales. 

Finanelnl stringency, loen! rumour, 
cust of storaze and need to release 
hibour for other farm-work are all 
factors that encourage the rush to 
sell carly in a bumper season, 

But study of the serles of price 
graphs in this report suggests that 
some producers might still gain fin- 
aneially by having a little more con- 
fidence in the increased stability of 
their industry that has come about 
by organised marlceting. 

CANNED POTATOES 

More’ research work has been 
carried out with potatoes not wanted 
for human consumption. 

The organised miunufacturers of 
glucose have expressed a desire to 
co-operate with the Board. 

High class canned potatoes are 
now being turned out, and the War 
Ofice has given a trial order for 500 
tons of them, while a canning firm 
is dolng food business exporting 
them. 

Experiments are belng made in 
drylng potatecs in factories that are 
only open scasonally: for such other 
purposes as drying gruss, lucerne, 
chicory and the by-products of 
brewing,

Mr. Woodbine suffers from haemo- 
rhilia, a condition of the blood which 
prevents it from clotting: and which 
renders Its victims Hable to bleed to 
death should they'cut themselves. 

When Mr. Woodbine bit his tongue 
In falling from a ladder, bleeding In- 
side the tengue caused it to swell to 
miuny times its normal size and block 
the alr passage. : 

He was taken te the hospltal, where 
the “viper venom” was applied by 
menns of n swab to the tip of his 
tongue. The bieeding stopped and 
the swelling diminished. 

Although Mr, Woodbine has re- 
covered sufMficicntly to talk with 


diMculty, he fs stil! unable to cat and 
can take only Iced water. 

The venom may mean death to 
ordinary persons becnuse it causes 
thelr blood to clot, but on account of 
this property it is beneficial to 
sufferers from hnemophilla. 

There have been several previous 
cases of Sts successful application to 
such patients.

Sir Daniel and Lady Hamilton of 
Balsucara, Ross-shine, have offered 
Dueraiy Castle, Plockton, to Ross- 
shire Education committee for use cA 
a school for the practical education 
of the young. The committee have 
remitted the matter to a special com- 
mittee. 

Sir Danict, In a letter read to the 
Education Committee, stated that the 
custle and outbuildings were all ready 
for a start. The existing buildings 
could accommodate young people. 
In short, Duncraig might follow the 
lines of the Danish Folk Schools. 
Such a training instltute, he added, 
was badly needed, especially in the 
Western Highlands. A similar system 
was In operation on thelr property in 
India, That system included farm- 
Ing, gardening, and building, to which 
could be added weaving and naviga- 
tlon. If a man grew his food he 
need never be in rags; if he could 
build a cottage he would be weather- 
proof.

“It would take, even if it ever 
happened, many years for Japan 
to conquer China, but in the 
King's Speech there was no 
reference whatever to, or any 
suggestion of, policy. 


There was no sympathetic refer- 
ence to China’s sufferings, or to rive 
ussistance to those people Britain had 
deserted under the:most solemn treaty 
obligations. 

“We don't even offer them pieces 
of silver’, added Slr Stafford, 

He said that another curious omis- 
sion from the speech was Govern- 
ment's attitude with respect to 
colonies. 

A demand had been made for the 
return of German colonies, He 
would like to know whether the 
Government's attitude was the same 
now as a year ago. 

He was sure the House, and the 
country, would welcome a precise 
stutement of policy, as they could 
then ascertaln the purpose for the 
armaments which were belng built in 
{nereasing, quuntities. Were these 
urmaments to protect the whole of 
the Empire, or only those parts not 
demanded from us by the dictators? 


TOKYO PLAN REPUDIATED 


Mr. R. A. Butler, Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, declared that he 
vould not recognise Government's 
foreign policy in the extraordinary 
description given by Sir Stafford 
Cripps. 

He added that there had bcen pro- 
nouncements recently In Tokyo re- 
gurding the formation of an economic 
and political bloc comprising Japan, 
Manchukuo and China, 

“1 would like to say,” sald Mr. 
Butler, "that Britain's position In this 
connection is governed by the 
Washington treaties and other Inter- 
national agreements to which His 
Majesty's Government, in conjunc- 
tlon with a jarge numberof other 
governments, isa party. 

“We should not, therefore, consi- 
der any alteration in the position as 
laid down in the treatics brought 
about by unilateral action. In this 
matter our stand fs the same as that 
laid down by the United States‘ 
Sceretary of State.” * | 

Mr, Butler sald that it was clear 
from Mr. Chamberlain's speech, that 
when the time came, Britain would 
ve rendy to play her part in giving 
such assistance as China, its Govern- 
ment and people might require to 
repair the terrible dainage they have 
suffered, ‘and to rehabilitate and re- 
equip their country for the years of 
peace which thegghoped would come.

Autumn or Fall? 


When corn ears turn brown 
and hang downward, when nuts 
thud on thin sod or clutter on 
the bare earth, when leaves 
reddéen and yellow, when the 
lawn caretaker rakes them into 
heaps, and coal trucks rumble 
in speeded-up delivery, there is 
no mistaking the season. But 
do you call it autumn, or fall? 


“In every) way,” says a 
learned Englishman of old Lon- 
don, “fall is better on the merits 
than autumn. It is 
Saxon, picturesque. It reveals 
its derivation to every one who 
uses it, not to the scholar only 
aus does nutumn. We once had 
as good aright to it as the 
americans, but we have chosen 
to let the right lapse so that to 
use this monosyllable now is 
little better than larceny.” 


Apparently autumn is now 
English, while fall is American. 
Further investigation reveals 
autumn as better suited to 
verse, with fall congenial to 
prose, The searcher can scare- 
eely find a poetic reference to 
fall whereas he encounters 
autunin almost at every turn— 
“yellow autumn womthed with 
nodding corn,” “autumn is the 
mellow time,” “autumn nodding 
oer the plain,” “an autumn that 
xrew by reaping,” “autumn days 
are here again,” “autumn’s fire,” 
“happy autumn-fields,” “the 
windy lights of autumn,” and 
“autumnal leaves in Vallom- 
broga.” 


Autumn has won classic ap 
proval and = wide sanction 
through long usage; it be- 
speaks the scholarly. Fall is 
popular because of its shortness 
and ease of enunciation. But 
uutumn remains the ‘poets’ 
favourite because autumnal 
glory has a poetic ring and fall, 
it seems, has none. 


Theory— 


Almost 160 - years ago 
Thomas Day died without learn- 
ing much from life.

N his specch at Margate, and 
last year when opening the 
Budget, Mr. Chamberlain drew 
attention to the new set of pro- 
blems which “the progressive 
decrease, in our population” is 
going. to raise. They are vast 
und terrifying problems which 
demand the closest study. 


The “hour Is at hand when our 
population will decrease. It has 
risen continuously for the last 250 
years, It. doubled itself between 
1801 and 1852; it doubled itself once 
more between 1851 and 1911, But 
now this automatic advance is 
ceasing. We are approaching, one of 
the turning-points in world history. 


Falling Population 
8. GRACE LEYBOURNE, a statis- 
tielan of special authority, after 
n detailed Investigation of the figures, 
has calculated that a definite decline 
In the English population will begin 
in 1941. By 1951 the population will 
have fallen from 40,500,000 to 38,- 
500,000, By 1975 it will have been 
halved and'will fait to 19,000,000. 


This calculation assumes that fer- 
tility will continue ot its present level, 
There are experts who regard that as 
an optimistic assumption. Dr. Enid 
Charles, another statisticlan of dis- 
tinction, calculates that if the rate of 
fertility should continue to fall as it 
is at present doing, a century hence 
the population of England will have 
shrunk to,onty 4,426,000, 

This would be about half the popu- 
jation of Greater London to-day. It 
tg an alarming figure, and were it 
verified, it would mean the fall of 
the British Empire. 


Peculiar Decline 

‘T will naturally be asked whether 
faith can be placed in such calcula- 
tlons, The answer'is that the statis- 
ans of the world are in tolerably 
close agreement. Moreover, there is 
the fact that in 1921 calculations of 
the probable population in 1931 were 
made in the Registrar-General's office 
for non-oflicial use. When the 1931 
Census Returns. were available, the 
error in the estimates was only 0.13 

per cent—o negligible amount, | 


The decline In. population is not go- 
ing to be pecullar to Great Britain, 
though in her case lt threatens to be 
more marked and much more danger- 
ous than in other countries, The 
whole civilised world is affected. In 
France, the Jow birth-rate has for 
fifty years been causing anxicty, and 
there a drop in population from 42,- 
000,000 to 39,000,000 ts anticipated by 
1980, the decline setting in next year, 


In Germany, ever since the Nazt 
udvent to power, there has been 
unxiecty about the birth-rate, which 
hus shown a distinct tendency to fall. 
A positive decline in the population 
is predicted by the biometriclans from 
1946 onwards. 


According to Kahn's estimate— 
prepared before Herr Hitler’s reme- 
dial measures were put into foree— 
it will sink from its present Agure of 
66,000,000 to less than 50,000,000 by 
1975; or, by Burgdorfer's calculations, 
it will fall to 47,000,000 in 2000.

During the year under review, 
apart from our routine work there 
were two things specially worthy of 
being recorded. One was the happy 
occasion of His Majesty the Kinys's 
Coronation on May 12, in the cele- 
bration of whieh the whole building 
of the Kuk was jlluminated. “The 
other was that the Ting-chau year 
(1937) happened to be the 60th yeur 
of the founding of the Kuk which 
took plaice in the Mo-Yan year 
(1878); a stone tablet containing a 

_ brief history of the Kul was erect- 
ed in memory of the anniversary. 
As we wero fortunate enourh to be 
on the Committee that year, we 
shold never forget these two very 
happy events. 


The Year's Work 

T now beg to report on the work 
of the Kuk, All cases sent to us 
were handled with dtte Justice by 
the’ Committec. Most of the cases 
were In connection with registered 
or unregistered mut-teal; next were 
the cases concerning children who 
were kidnapped oor who had Jost 
their way; and finally cases concern. 
ing quarrels - between husbands and 
wives, family troubles, tramicking. in 
human beings, marriage disputes, 
women and girls who had been in- 
tercepted while going aboard or who 
had attempted to commit sulcide and 
had been saved, adopted daughters 
who .hnd been ill-treated, sly pros- 
titutes who had been arrested, wives 
who hnd seeretly run away from 
thelr husbands, “and children whol 
had) been placed under our care 
pending the dischurge from prison of 
thelr guardians, 

As regards mui-tsal and kidnap- 
ped children, or children who had 
lost their way, we made enquiries 
for thelr relotives to take them 

_ back, In cases where the rélatives 
could not be located, we selected 
Susbands for them at thelr wishes, 
found work for them, sent them to 
the Salvation Army Home to be 
educated, or requested people to nce 
cept them ‘and bring them un, Our 
tum’ was to get everyone of them 
a home: in which to settle down. 

An old woman. Chan Sul-ching, 


who hnd nobody to rely on for sup- 
port was sent to the Kuk after hav- 
ing been saved, from attempting to 
drown herself, © We recommended 
her to the’ Secretariat for Chinese 
Affalrs for the grant of.a pension 
allowance of $5 monthly from the 
Brewln Fund. 
There was kept at the Kuk a boy, 
. Wong Ah-hel, age 12, who was des- 
titute. We requested the Secretariat 
for Chinese Affairs to send him to 
the Aberdeen Industrial School to 
be educated. His food expenses 
$60 for a full year aot the School 
were subscribed by tho Committce. 
In cases of famlly troubles we did 
our best to bring to reason the 
parties concerned and to effect a 
peaceful .scttlement. In other mat- 
tera we adhered to the principle of 
preservation of virtue, took nil ‘cir 
cumstances Into considcratlon, and 
tried nlways to fulfil our dutles, 


: Influx of People 

During the year, altogether 603 
cnses were hundled. Of these, 412 
were settled and 00 remained to be 
dealt with, ‘Women and children 
admitted into the HKuk numbered 
839, of whom 438 were sent away 
and 120 were etitl in the Kuk when 
we handed over management to our 
. Succensors, 

Since July Inst year os a result 
of the sudden growth of the popula- 


tion of Hongkong there have been 
more causes, the average number of 
persons kept at the Kul datly be- 
ing over 100 as agninst 50 to 60 in 
normal times. Consequently food 
and other expenses for the upkeep 
wf the Kuk Increased, We made iw 
change by purchasing: medium grade 
ice at the cheapest possible price in 
erder to keep down the expenditure, 
{nthe meantime we had also made 
sume other alterations and addi- 
tions, Chemical fire extinguirhers

It is a great honour to us that 
we are inviled here to-day by your 
Excellency and thus enabled to pro- 
ft by your jnstructions, 

My colleagues and I were chosen 
to serve on the Committee of the 
Po Leuny Kuk for the present year. 
We took over the management and 
ssumed duties on April ll. Lack- 
ing ino ubility and virtue we have 
always been cautious, lest we should 
mike serious mistakes, It is now 
seven months since we took over, 
and fortunately, bi doowith your 
Exeellency’s kindne coupled with 
the guidance of the Ion.* Colonial 
Secretary, the Hon, Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, the Hon. Chinese 
representatives on the Counchs and 
members of the Board of Perman- 
ent Direction, and the help of Dr: 
and Mrs. S. W. 'I'so, Mrs. M, K?> Lo 
and Colonel Dowbiggin, we strive 
on and manage to follaw the proper 
path. Examining ourselves we find 
we have not been able to necom- 
plish much; we are glad howeve: 
that we have been carrying on our 
work smoothly. ‘ 

I respectfully bes to mentlon for 
your information some of the Sm- 
portant matters with whieh we 
denlt whilst handing the affairs of 
the Kuk during the past seven 
months. Last year the number of 
inmates of the Kul at Its lowest 
wus from 50-60 und at Sts highest 
from 90-100 per day. After we 
toolt over the munagement the num- 
ber gvadunlly increased, — the. aver- 
uge being round ebout 200 and the 
maximum 220, breaking all previous 
records. Consequently the Kuk’s 
expenses were very heavy, and also 
the sanitatlon called for closer nt- 
iention and care. : 


Sanitary Precautions 


With regard to the Iatter, the 
Intge number of people made it 
easier for sickness to brenk out, and 
precautiona were therefore necessary.

With regard to the Kuk’s heavy 
UXPeNses, tae sanitary mensur 
feken cost no small sum. Further, 
with the average number of inmutes 
of the Kuk more than doubled, the 
monthly expenses on flrewood rice, 
meat, fish, lard, vegetables anu 
other things were preatly increased. 
Orlginally the Kuk had 100 jron 
beds, and to these 58 more of vari- 
cus sizes were added complete wita 
mats, blankets, mintols, pillows, and 
bed clothes ete, but in spite of this 
there has been a shortage of beds 
on very many ocensions. In nddi+ 
tlon over 600 new Jackets and trou- 
sers made of native cloth, 100 pairs 
of allppers and 60 dozen large and 
small tow were supplied, and a 
new room waa bullt for stering conl 
and flrewood.’ Medical supplles. far 
the dispensury, travelling expenses 
incurred by the inmntes to and from 
hospital or in connection with the 
hearing of thelr cases, water charges 
and other miscellaneous expenses 
cost more than double the amount 
of former years. We duly reported 
the facts to the: Hon, Secretary for 
Chinese Affalrs who very kindly re- 
quested the Government to make an 
additional grant of a larye sum in 
order to help us, and we are grate- 
ful for Government's approval the 
grant for the sum of $10,000 to us 
for supporting the EKuk during the 
year ending December 31, 1938. 

As Tom afraid [ have already 
wasted much of your valunble time, 
please permit me to defer to a Jal- 
er date my noccount of the rest of 
the Kuk's activities. 

My colleagues and I are not com- 
petent enough to shoulder our heavy 
responsiblity. Nevertheless we shal! 
do what we can to be of service 
nnd we hope your Excellency, your 
Honours the Colonial Secretary and 
the Secretary for Chinere Affairs, 
Hon. Chinese representatives on the 
Councils and members of the Per- 
manent Board of Direction will give 
us guidance from time to time tn 
ease there xhould be anything which 
we may overlook, so that we may 
fulfil our duties. Wo shall indeed 
be deeply grateful for ali your help.”

evidently preparing the craft for 
a speedy departure, Their firat 
impulse was to go abonrd and 
search the craft, but, upon fur- 
ther considcration, they thought 
it, would ba better to get permis- 
sion from the petty mandarin of 
the place. This worthy, upon 
matters being explained to him, 
readily consented to their re- 
quest, and accompenied them to 
the benched craft. However, no 
sooner had-they gone on board 
and had commenced to oxamine 
some of the chests and wreck- 
nge, than trouble began. About 
600 ‘Tanka’ boatmen appeared 
from apparently nowhere in 
particular, and angrily gesti- 
culating, surrounded Parker und 
hig two companions. Hot words 


were exchanged, and Parker. 


with fists clenched attempted to 
force an opening through the 
excited crowd. . A. riot ensued, 
and the mandarin with the 
greatest difficulty succeeded in 
getting the young foreigner to 
his house. - In the meunwhile, 
the boatmen having contented 
themselves with beating up one- 
of the Chinese who had accom- 
panied Parker on his foolhardly 
errand, cooled down sufficiently 
to despatch one of their number_ 
in hot haste together with the 
tef-po, ov “local constable" of the 
place to Hongkong in order to 
lay oa complaint with the 
authorities about the “outrage- 
ous conduct of this ‘barbarian’ 
who attempted to carry out a 
bold piracy in broad daylight.” 
The Hongkong police were 
frankly non-plussed at. the re- 
port at first, but subsequently 
learning that Mr. Parker had 
left for Pings Chau carly that 
morning, they decided — that 


something was amiss, and Mr. ; 


D. R. Caldwell, the official inter- 
preter, was ordered to take the 
police boat, and proceed to the 
island as speedily as possible. 
When he arrived there, he found 
Mr. Parker a veritable refugee 
in the house of the mandarin, 
which was surrounded by a2 
dense crowd of Tanka fisherfolk. 
The mandarin when questioned 
about the affair claimed that a 
piracy indeed had been at- 
tempted, and in the end nineteen 
suspects including Parker were 
taken back to Hongkong, In 
the Magistrate's Court, | Mr. 
Parker's version of the story 
was proved, but the flood .of 
rumours which surged through 
the Colony did not prove any too 
favourable to his reputdtion as 
a Government official and prac- 
ticing barrister, Although he 
made a newspaper statement of 
his connection with the matter, 
it did not assist him to regain 
his former prestige, and he felt 
that it might be best to retire 
from the Colony for a while, 
until the whcle unfortunate 
affair should blow over. Accord- 
ingly, on September 29, 1849, 
having arranged that his 
brother should assume his of- 
ficial appointments with the 
local Government, he left the 
Colony for California. This 
was actually the last that was 
ever heard of him; for the vessel 
in which he was travelling, the 
Amoy Packet, foundered. in a 
typhoon a few days out of 
Hongkong. Such was the sad 
end of the carcer of this talented 
individual who through the 
amazing caprice of fate sealed 
his own doom. 4

I should like to invite the at- 
tention of this Council to puragraph 
67 of Mr. Owen's Memorandum, 
which shows that the charges now 
imposed by Government on Jond-for 
development in Hongkong, in Sham- 
shuipo, and similar districts, is 
“sbout three times higher than those 
on the outskirts of London’ .where 
the price of land is notoriously high.” 


The Repo: shows clearly that 
for years house-building has not 
Kept’ pace with the increase in 
population, and some of the reasons 
for this lag are indicated or implicd 
in. the Report. Numerous - and 
persistent complaints have reached 
me against the delay and difficulties 
of having sites put up for auction, 
and of having plans approved and 
passed. 1 venture to hope that in so 
fur us such cause Is duc to -over- 
hupping of departments, or is trace 
able to the vaministrative machinery 
of the Public Works Department, this 
question may be looked Into by my 
Honourable -friend, the Director of 
Public . Works?” Another complaint 
which I have often heard has re-~ 
ference to the high charges of land 
und Crown rent, cspecally in view 
of the comparatively short term of 
tenure under existing Crown Leases, 
This complaint would appear to be 
borne out by Mr, Owen's observation, 
which I have quoted above. |

Having 
regard to the history of the Colony 
when it was ceded ‘to ‘the British 
Crown, and the public Proclamations 
made in connection with such cession, 
Tam quite clear in my own mind that 
restricted immigration, as this word 
is understood in other parts of the 
World, us against the Chinese, ca not 

ce ‘justified. I. imagine, however, 
that Your Excellency has in mind 
not such restricted Immigration, but 
some defined pollcy of exclusion or, 
repatriation apniicable to only those 
who have no realdentlal qualification 
and no means of support, and who 
cannot be absorbed in the available 
Iabour market, But even such a 
pollcy presents scrious difficultics and 
may invelve grave objections. At 
this stage-I need only say that I fecl 
sure that Your Excellency will afford 
the. Chinese o proper opportunity of 
considering any such proposal In a 
conerete form, on@ of making repre- 
sentatlons thereon, before It is to be 
carried Into effect.

have “any uncomfortable feeling re- 
garding Hongkon’s huspttal facilities 
it is that the really poor, the “free 
patients,” are still inadequately pro- 
vided for. A statement showing 
available free beds in “Government 
Hospitals, and the ratio between such 
free beds and paying beds, will clarify, 
the position. And I await with decp 
Interest the report of the C mitice 
on the hospitalization system! recent- 
ly sppolnted by Your Excellancy. 
“dam sorry to say that laria, 
which seems to be _a_ preventable 
disease, is still prevalent in Hang- 
kong, and exacting its toll of ilines> 
and deaths, 

But 1 do feel that the Colony is 
singularly fortunate in having as the 
Head of this important department of 
Government my Honourable friend 
Dr. Selwyn-Clarke, whose know- 
ledge, energy, initiative and 
courtesy, and whose decp concern 
for the poor, have deeply impressed 
all who have been privileged tofeome 
into contact with him. He Wil. I 
have no doubt, see to it that the 
Colony gets the ulmost value out of 
every dollar which the Colony can 
afford on public health and medical 
services.

MAWRER PROBLEM 


Your Excellency stated ~ that this 
problem was still to be solved, and 
that its solution might have to await 
the restoration of peace to China. In 
theso circumstances I reallse that this 
is not the occasion. for any lengthy 
argument on the subject, But in 
view of Your Excellency’s observation 
“but the fact must not be forgotten 
that the practice of food-hawking 
endangers public health and is a sign 
of backward administration”, I desire 
most respectfully to venture a few

pu Aealth is 

ut ‘I suggest that the question as to 
whether.or not there {s any practical 
risk to health depends.on the -kind 
of food, hawked, and the circum- 
stances’ under which it is hawked. 
Theoretically, manual contact with 
bank notes and coins does, I suppose, 
become a source of infection, and 
yet the practical risk is not such as 
to detcr people from handling them 
on that account. Perhaps I may also 
observe that-hawking of certain kinds 
of food is a prevalent practice ‘even 
in the Metropolis. of England. 

In March this year 1 submitted a 
Memorandum to Government, and 
as paragraph 20 sets out my views 
on this aspect of the subject I beg 
leave to quote ft here:-— _ : 

"20, It should be remembered 
that people who buy articles from 
hawkers generally: belong-to classes 
of persons who occupy such houscs, 
cubicles, bed-spaces, and in sur- 
roundings that the hygienic ideal 
almed at by the Urban Council 
tnnnot be achieved. What matters 
that the food is bought from a clean 
shop if it is cooked, kept and eaten 
in a place in svhich dust, dirt and 
files ote. abound? The prohibited 
class 7 contains “congee, tea ond 
enkes, puddings, beancunt.” Is 
there really substantial danger to 
public health by ‘the sale of such 
articles to the particular class of 
buyers who patronise hawkers? 

Some _ 3,871 persons ‘have presum- 

obly made their ving by the sale 

of these articles, and there are to 
be no. renewals of the existing 
licences. What would be the rb- 
sult?) Suppose the number js 
aH ally reduced to 2,00U- ie 
demand for this class of hawkers 

‘can absorb say 4,000 sellers, 2,000 

more hawkers will inevitably make 

their appearance, only of. curse 
they will be unlicensed.”

When corn ears turn brown 
and hang downward, when nuts 
thud on thin sod or clatter on 
the bare earth, when leaves 
redden’ and yellow, when the 
lawn caretaker rakes them into 
heaps, and coal trucks rumble 
in speeded-up delivery, there is 
no mistaking the seasen. But 
do you call it autumn, or fall? 


“In every way,” says a 
learned Englishman of old Lon- 
don, “fall is better on the merits 
than autumn, It is short, 
Saxon, picturesque. It reveals 
its derivation to every one who 
uses it, not to the scholar’ only 
as does autumn. We once had 
aa good u right to it 2s the 
americans, but we have chosen 
to Ict the right lapse so that to 
use this monosyllxble now is 
little better than larceny.” ‘. 


Autumn 


Apparently autumn is now 
English, while fall is ‘American. 
Further investigation reveals 
autumn as better suited to 
verse,. with fall congenial to 
prose, The searcher can scare-. 
cely find a poetic reference to 
fall” whereas he encounters 
autumn almost at every turn— 
“yellow autumn wreathed with 
nodding corn,” “autumn is the 
mellow time,” “autumn nodding 
o'er the plain,” “an autumn that 
grew by reaping,” “autumn days 
are here again,” “autumn’s fire,” 
“happy  autumn-fields,” “the 
windy lights of autumn,” and 
“autumnal leaves in Vallom- 
brosa.” 


Autumn has won classic ap- 
proval and wide sanction 
through long usage; it be- 
speaks the scholarly. Fall is 
popular because of its shortness 
and case of enunciation. But 
autumn remains the poets’ 
favourite, because autumnal 
glory has a poetic ring and fall, 
it seems, has néne. 


Theory—

"Falling Population 


D* GRACE LEYBOURNE, u statise 
liclan of special authority, after 
a detailed investigation of the figures, 
has calculated that a definite decline 
in the English population will begin 


in 1941. By 10951 the population will |; 


have fallen from. 40,500,000 ‘to 38,- 
500,000. By 1975 it will have been 
halved and will fall to 19,000,000. 

This calculation assumes that fer- 
tility will continue at its present level. 
There are experts who regard that a5 
an optimistic “g;sumption. Dr. Enid 
Charles, another statlsticlan, of dis- 
tinction, calculates that if the rate of 
fertility should continue to fall ag it 
is at present doing, a century hence 
the population of England will have 
shrunk to only 4,426,000. 

This would be about half the popu- 
lation of Greater London to-day. It 
jg an alarming figure, and were it 
verified, it would) mean the fall of 
the British Empire.

The decline in population is not Ko- 
ing to be pecullar to Great Britain, 
though in her case it threatens to be 
more marked und much more danger- 
ous than In other countries, The 
whole civilised world is affected. In 
France, the low birth-rate has for 
fifty years been causing anxiety, and 
there 2 drop in population from 42,- 
000,000 to 39,000,000 is anticipated by 
1980, the decline setting in next year. 


In Germany, ever since the Nazi 
advent to power, thers has beea 
anxiety about the birth-rate, which 
has shown a distinct tendency to fall. 
A positive decline in the population 
is predicted by the blometricians from 
1946 onwards. 


According to Kahn's — estimate— 
prepared before Herr Hitler's reme- 
dial measures were put into force— 
it will sink from Its present figure of 
86,000,000 to less than 50,000,000 by 
1975; or, by Burgdorfer's calculations, 
It will fall to 47,000,000 in 2000.

He 
was, however, apparently a man 
with high connections; for his 
establishment of a legal practice 
in the Colony was at once wel- 
comed, and from the very begin- 
ning of his stay he possessed an 
extensive clientele.

Although he 
made a newspaper statement of 
his connection with the matter, 
it did not assist him to regain 
his former prestige, and he felt 
that it might be best to retire 
from the Colony for .a while, 
until the, whole unfortunate 
affair should blow over.

tingly, on September 29,. 1849,

On March 30 a man named Willing 
met Corrigan and Chou Ting Hsu at 
an ofice in Southumpton-street and 
received from them an Invoice which 
appeared to be on Chinese Embassy 
notepaper, and referred to 50 cases 
described as containing “Madsen 
«anti-tank guns and cartridges.” The 
invoice purported to-show a purchose 
by Willing to be “c.i.f" to Marseilles 
for £9250. Willing paid Corrigan 
125250.on acount, and Corrigan gave 
him a receipt which was signed by

Corrigan then asked Willing for a 
copy of the invoice, saying that he 
wanted it) for Board of.
